Complaints about 
Vale Show roadworks 


THE Vale Council has respond¬ 
ed to complaints that roadworks 
at Llysworney meant that many 
visitors to the Vale Show last 
Wednesday suffered long delays. 

A number of GEM readers rang in 
to complain about the timing of resur¬ 
facing work at Llysworney. 

One said: “I turned off the A48 on 
my way to the Vale Show and was held 
up for about 20 minutes. 

“The Vale Show is one of the 
biggest events of the year, and I can’t 
understand why the council decided to 
start work this week.” 

Andrew Loosemore, the Vale 
Council’s operational manager, high¬ 
ways and engineering, said: “The 
resurfacing was carried out at 
Llysworney by the council’s specialist 
surface treatment contractor. The con¬ 
tractor was in the area for one day and 
the works were programmed between 


9:30am and 3:30pm, being weather 
dependent. 

“A convoy traffic management sys¬ 
tem was used to monitor any conges¬ 
tion, and ‘Stop and Go’ boards were 
used. The contractor was made aware 
of the increase in traffic and this was 
monitored. 

“The work that was carried out a 
Llysworney was more than sufficient¬ 
ly distant from the Vale Show at 
Fonmon, with the main routes being 
via the B4265, A48 and Five-Mile 
Lane (A4226). 

“The surface dressing programme 
has to be delivered during the summer 
months and this has been severely 
hampered by the poor weather condi¬ 
tions. Therefore, every opportunity 
had to be taken to ensure that essential 
roads received the required treatment. 

“The council apologises for any 
inconvenience experienced during this 
essential maintenance work. ’’

COUNCIL educa¬ 
tion chiefs have 
praised pupils and 
staff for “excellent 
results” in last 
week’s GCSEs. 

Of all papers sat in 
the Vale, 24.5 per cent 
were A* or A grades, a 
figure which matched 
the previous year. 

Looking at grades A* 
to C, 69.8 per cent of all 
results were in that band, 
which represented a 
decrease from 70.2 per 


cent the previous year. 

There was a marginal 
increase in A* to G 
grade passes, which are 
98.8 per cent this year, 
compared to 98.7 in 
2011 . 

The Vale Council cab¬ 
inet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Coun 
Chris Elmore, said: “Our 
schools and pupils have 
delivered excellent 
results at GCSE level 
and maintained our high 
standards. 


“The council is proud 
of everyone’s hard work 
and I’m sure that both 
pupils and parents appre¬ 
ciate the efforts of teach¬ 
ing staff. I wish all the 
pupils continued success 
for the future.” 

The figures are based 
on WJEC entries only 
so, because some Vale 
schools may use other 
examination boards, the 
final GCSE performance 
figures may be slightly 
revised in future weeks.

I HAVE read with interest, the recent 
GEM article submitted by Mac 
Wilcox, concerning Barry’s Olympic 
celebrations of yesteryear. 

I visited Mac Wilcox at his residence in St 
Nicholas and discussed with him my research proj¬ 
ect ‘The History of Gladstone School, Barry’. 

Like Mac, I am an old boy of the school, but 
from an earlier era. Mac has kindly let me have on 
loan his original photo (above), previously pub¬ 
lished in The GEM. 

In my research discussions with several ‘Old 
Gladstonians’, we have now come up with quite a 
few names to place with faces. The photo was 
taken after the annual Secondary School Sports 
Day at the Athletic Ground, Barry Island in June 
1951. 

Mac recollects that there were several lads who 
did not live in the immediate catchment area of 
Gladstone School. 

Apparently, a bus would leave Barry and travel 
down Five Mile Lane, then via St Nicholas, The 
Downs, Culverhouse Cross, St Fagan’s and 
Peterston-super-Ely, picking up boys and girls on 
the way and then return to Barry. 

The boys were dropped off at Gladstone School 
and the girls at Holton School. The journey back 
home was enjoyed more than the one to school.

POWER OF A 
LETTER TO 
THE EDITOR! 


I WONDER if 
your readers 
realise just 
what power a letter 
to the Editor has? 

Newspapers (includ¬ 
ing The GEM) recently 
printed my letter seek¬ 
ing those who had 
served in the Royal 
Navy, at the massive 
197-acre Shore 
Establishment HMS 
Collingwood at Fareham 
in Hampshire. 

The plan is to reunite 
with old shipmates 
through the HMS 
Collingwood 
Association, possibly 
meeting up again at one 
of the reunions we hold 
every year, or even join¬ 
ing one of the visits to 
HMS Collingwood to 
see the changes. 

Well, they came out 
of the woodwork - 
which was what was 
hoped for -as I doubt if 
there is a single hamlet 
or village in the UK, 
which has not had 
someone serve there, 
since it was commis¬ 
sioned in January 1940, 
and up to the present 
day. 

The power of my let¬ 
ter to the Editor has 
even brought responses 
from those who volun¬ 
teered their services 
back in World War II, to 
serve for the duration of 
the present conflict, as it 
was expressed on their 
service documents. 

Lots of them won¬ 
dered how many of their 
trainee shipmates sur¬ 
vived the war. 

Take the 91-year-old 
sister of one of those 
killed when a bomb 
dropped on an accom¬ 
modation hut in 1943, 
killing 31: He had been 


in the Royal Navy for 
only 17 days and under 
early stages of training; 
the cook who met the 
Wren in the Pay Office 
and has now been mar¬ 
ried to her for 54 years; 
the daughter of one of 
the captains who was 
challenged when she 
tried to ride her horse 
through the main gates. 

After the war, HMS 
Collingwood became 
the home of the Radio, 
Radar and Electrical 
Branch and the cooks, 
pay clerks and stores 
personnel, were now 
providing administration 
for those under technical 
and practical training for 
the Electrical Branch, 
and subsequent deriva¬ 
tives. 

Many of the latter 
return to HMS 
Collingwood, on a num¬ 
ber of occasions for 
courses linked to pro¬ 
motion.

Local MP, Alun 
Cairns thanked The 
GEM for helping to pub¬ 
licise Lyn and Nancy’s 
frustration which has 


now ended in them 


FOLLOWING the 
outstanding A- 
Level results two 
weeks ago, 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School was again 
celebrating last 
week. 

This time it was due 
to the superb GCSE 
results. 

The school was 
delighted that students 
achieved so well at all 
levels, including a large

Lucy Dickenson - 

‘a joy and an inspiration 
to all those who knew her’

Lucy Dickenson, 
the inspirational 
Vale campaigner 
who founded a 
charity and devoted 
her life to helping 
people across the 
globe, died last 
week in a car crash 
in Zambia. 

Lucy, who lived in 
Barry, was just 32 years 
old, but in her short life 
had left a legacy that 
will continue for many 
years to come. 

She founded the 
SAFE Foundation in 
2007 to help provide 
grants and materials to 
relieve poverty in devel¬ 
oping countries. 

From her experience 
of working in countries 
such as Uganda, Rwanda 
and Mongolia, she had 
discovered that remote 
or small projects had dif¬ 
ficulty getting main¬ 
stream aid - that was 
where the foundation, 
which she ran with twin 
sister Hannah, stepped 
in. 

SAFE Foundation 
projects are on-going in 
a number of countries 
including Uganda, 
Cambodia, India, Ghana 
and the UK.

A LLANTWIT

of the BBC cover¬ 
age of the Games. 

Ian Ball, from 
Llantwit Major, works 
freelance for Goleudy, 
a company based in 
Culverhouse Cross, 
which won the contract 
to provide and operate 
all the technical equip¬ 
ment used when the 
BBC set up its nerve 
centre in a tower block 
just outside the 
Olympic village. 

It meant that 
Goleudy was one 
Welsh company that 
managed to benefit 
from the Olympics, 
and the bulk of the 
company’s staff were 
from south Wales, 
including Llantwit 
Major and Bridgend. 

The BBC chose the 
tower block for its 
views of the Olympic 
park, and for Ian and 
his work colleagues, 
that was as near as 
they got! 

Ian said: “It was a 
very intensive few 
weeks, and we didn’t 
get the chance to spend 
time in the park.

NEW technology - 
and a Wick-based 
charity - have com¬ 
bined to help a dis¬ 
abled young man 
overcome a huge 
problem. 

The Ed Evans 
Eoundation, a local char¬ 
ity, has come forward to 
help Seth Jorgensen 
communicate with the 
outside world, by donat¬ 
ing a specially pro¬ 
grammed I-Pad 

His mother, Sol 
Jorgensen, told The 
GEM why the device 
would make such a dif¬ 
ference. 

She said: “My adult 
son cannot communicate 
verbally. He is bi-lateral- 
ly deaf and we commu¬ 
nicate a lot in Makaton, 
a sign language for those 
who also have a learning 
disablity. 

“The sad thing is that 
most people in our com¬ 
munity, and also those 
who help my son profes¬ 
sionally, do not speak 
this specialist sign lan¬ 
guage. 

“He has been left iso¬ 
lated since leaving his 
local school of 
Heronsbridge, where 
staff and students used 
the same sign language.” 

She continued: “This 
is not a unique experi-

ence. Lots of young 
adults leave school to 
live in a community 
which underestimates 
them because of their 
lack of verbal language. 

“Seth has been 
through a trial with the 
electronic assistive tech¬ 
nology service commu¬ 
nication aid centre at 
Rookwood Hospital for 
the last six months. 

“This trial has shown 
that he has the ability to 
communicate through 
the technology of the I- 
Pad, both physically and 
mentally. This is a great 


achievement, given his 
genetic condition.” 

Annette Penn, the 
lead speech and lan¬ 
guage therapist in aug¬ 
mentative and alterna¬ 
tive communication at 
Rookwood, said: “It is 
clear, even from this 
short trial that Seth 
would benefit greatly 
from consistent access to 
a voice output aid of his 
own.” 

To enable this to hap¬ 
pen, the Wick-based Ed 
Evans Eoundation has 
stepped in to buy the I- 
Pad. 


Sol said: “This is 
wonderful news. We 
cannot thank them 
enough. 

“It will make such a 
difference to our daily 
life, and Seth’s ability to 
communicate with oth¬ 
ers in his own way. It 
gives an independence 
otherwise denied to 
him.” 

Ed Evans was a 
young man from Wick 
who was diagnosed with 
a brain tumour in 2006. 
He started the founda¬ 
tion and worked to raise 
funds for Cancer 
Research Wales and 
brain tumour research. 

Sadly, Ed died in 
October 2007, but since 
then his family and 
friends have continued 
his work. They also 
donate to local good 
causes. 

On behalf of the foun¬ 
dation, Sue Evans said: 
“We are very pleased to 
support Seth, as it was 
always Ed’s wish that 
his charity would help 
people in his local com¬ 
munity.” 

Sol Jorgensen added:

Government survey 
into attitudes 
towards parking in 
disabled car park¬ 
ing spaces has 
revealed a surpris¬ 
ing difference 
between people in 
Bridgend and the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

In the survey, only 
one person in 10 in the 
Vale admitted to parking 
in a ‘blue badge’ dis¬ 
abled space. 

However, in Bridgend 
county borough, four 
times as many - four in 
10 - said that they had 
parked their car in a dis¬ 
abled spot. 

It begs the question: 
‘Are Bridgend people 
more callous than in the 
Vale, or just more hon¬ 
est?’ 

The average around 
Wales was the one in 10 
figure, and the worst 
offenders in Wales were 
found to be between 45 
and 55; among them, 
one in six confessed that 
they invaded these 
reserved spaces “often”. 

These abuses of the 
‘Blue Badge’ accessible 
parking system emerged 
in a survey of 1,009 peo¬ 
ple conducted on behalf 
of the Welsh 
Government, as part of a 
drive to encourage 
greater respect for the 
parking rights of dis¬ 
abled vehicle users. 

With the Paralympic 
Games only a week 
away, the initiative was 
also supported by leg¬ 
endary Paralympic ath¬ 
lete, Baroness Tanni 
Grey Thomson, and 
Porthcawl’s Paralympic 
cyclist, Simon 

Richardson. 

It follows the recent 
introduction of new- 
style blue badges for 
legitimate users of blue 
badge spaces. 

The badge contains 
additional security fea¬ 
tures to help the authori¬ 
ties identify improper 
use and prevent forger¬ 
ies and is free across 
Wales but not in 
England and Scotland. 

The Welsh 

Government has stated 
its intention to crack 
down on the so called 
‘space invaders’ who 
either park in a designat¬ 
ed space without a blue 
badge or use a badge 
fraudulently. 

The results of the sur¬ 
vey also revealed strong 
public support for 
tougher policing of the 
system. 

Nearly 70 per cent of 
respondents in the Vale 
and in Bridgend said it 


was never acceptable to 
park in an accessible 
space without a permit. 

In the Vale, only 12 
per cent argued that it is 
acceptable if someone is 
in a hurry or only wants 
to stay a few minutes. 

Surprisingly, in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, only three per cent 
agreed with this. 

More than a third of 
those questioned in the 
Vale said illegal users of 
these spaces should be 
clamped or towed away, 
while in Bridgend, only 
11 per cent felt that way. 

Although the new- 
style badges are issued 
by local councils, they 
are linked to a new UK 
database of eligible 
users. This makes it 
much easier for police 
and parking wardens 
anywhere in the country 
to verify whether or not 
a badge is being used 
legitimately. 

Baroness Grey- 
Thomson backed the 
tightening-up of the sys¬ 
tem and said she was 
keenly aware of the 
problems caused by 
abusers, even though 
they constitute only a 
minority of the motoring 
public. 

She said: “I think this 
issue has got worse and 
gradually the problem 
has become more wide¬ 
spread over the years. 
People do cheat the sys¬ 
tem.” 

The multiple 

Paralympic medal win¬ 
ner, who is a wheelchair 
user, said she has per¬ 
sonally experienced the 
problem. 

She explained: “I 
need the space to open 
my car door wide 
enough to get my wheel¬ 
chair out and yet people 
use the bays when they 
shouldn’t.” 

Fellow Paralympic 
medal winner and 


Beijing record breaker 
Simon Richardson from 
Porthcawl says that the 
problem is everywhere 
and it’s rising. 

He said: “Generally, 
the issue is the same 
everywhere you go. If 
there is a space, people 
use it no matter what it’s 
for. 

“People are just jump¬ 
ing out of their car, run¬ 
ning out into the super¬ 
market and not thinking 
before they use the 
spaces. There is a defi¬ 
nite need for tightening 
of the rules.” 

The Minister for 
Local Government and 
Communities, Carl 
Sargeant, said: “The new 
and more secure Blue 
Badge is designed to 
prevent misuse of these 
permits and reduce ille¬ 
gal parking in these 
spaces generally. 

“The survey shows 
there is strong public 
support for this. While 
only a small minority 
break the rules, they can 
make life a misery for 


many disabled vehicle 
users. We need to stamp 
out this practice.” 

In Wales, there are 
around 230,000 Blue 
Badges in use and 2.5 
million across the UK. 
An official UK 
Government report has 
pointed to widespread 
abuse of the system, 
either through forgery of 
badges or use of real 
badges by those not enti¬ 
tled to use them. 

The report estimated 
that fraudulent or 
improper use of these 
badges also costs the UK 
a total of £46million a 
year in parking fee eva¬ 
sion. 

Introduction of the 
new-style blue badges 
began in April this year 
and they will be issued 
to all eligible users as 
their existing permits 
fall due for renewal over 
the next three years.

VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

‘End the appalling 
wait for urgent 
cancer treatment’ 

F igures published 

last week, show that 
waiting time targets 
for urgent cases of suspect¬ 
ed cancer have been missed 
again in Cardiff and the 
Vale and across Wales. 

Sadly, delays in treatment are 
issues that all too regularly crop up 
in my constituency surgeries. 

These new figures highlight that 
only 89 per cent of patients started 
treatment within the target time- 
frame of 62 days in the three 
months to June 2012. 

It is worrying that the 95 per 
cent target has not been met once 
since Carwyn Jones became First 
Minister in 2009. 

I’m only too aware that when 
someone is told that they have 
cancer, the waiting to begin treat¬ 
ment is a frightening and distress¬ 
ing time for patients and their fam¬ 
ilies. 

Starting treatment promptly is 
critical to the patient’s prospects 
for a successful outcome. 

Cancer patients are less likely to 
get the latest drugs, here in Wales 
which are routinely available in 
England, in the absence of a can¬ 
cer drug’s fund. 

The BBC reported last year that 
22 new drugs prescribed regularly 
in England are not routinely avail¬ 
able in Wales, and the Rarer 
Cancer Foundation reported that 
English patients are five times 
more likely to get cancer drugs 
than their counterparts in Wales. 

Welsh Ministers need to speed 
up the implementation of the All- 
Wales Cancer Action Plan and 
work with Local Health Boards to 
allow patients to begin treatment 
more quickly. 

The Health Minister also needs 
to listen to the concerns of cancer 
patients and drop her opposition to 
a cancer treatments fund, which 
would end the postcode lottery in 
access to vital life-extending can¬ 
cer drugs. 

This appalling situation also 
needs to be taken in the context of 
a commitment by the UK govern¬ 
ment to grow its health spend in 
real terms over this parliamentary 
period, while the Labour adminis¬ 
tration in Cardiff Bay plans to cut 
health spend by 8.4 per cent in real 
terms by 2015. 

The reduced spending level also 
has to fund free prescriptions for 
everyone - rather than the usual 
exclusions for pensioners, chil¬ 
dren, benefit claimants and to 
finance free hospital parking. 

Earlier this month, I met with 
Cowbridge-based Prostate Cymru 
founder Ray Murray, and pledged 


my support for their campaign to 
help create Wales’ first robotic 
urological surgery facility. 

I was aghast to hear that if you 
are a prostate patient in England 
and want robotic surgery - then 
you’re likely to get it free on the 
NHS - but for men in Wales, it’s 
not available on the Welsh NHS! 
Currently if patients in Wales want 
this treatment, they have pay pri¬ 
vately and go to England. 

In April, I backed calls for 
national standards of care, calling 
on anyone with direct or indirect 
experience of the disease to feed 
back on The Prostate Cancer 
Charity’s draft standards. 

Prostate Cymru has launched its 
Operation Robot campaign to raise 
£1.7m to fund the establishment of 
Wales’s first specialist Robotic 
Urological Surgery facility. It 
would be at the University 
Hospital of Wales in Cardiff and 
be available to patients across 
Wales. 

Prostate cancer is the most com¬ 
mon cancer in men in the UK, 
which is why I believe it’s essen¬ 
tial we know exactly what people 
affected by the disease require 
canexpect from our health service. 

Men everywhere deserve quali¬ 
ty prostate cancer care, and I will 
do all I can to ensure this is possi¬ 
ble for us in Wales. It’s important 
that the Welsh Government work 
closely with their colleagues in 
England to develop, implement 
and invest in prostate care in 
Wales, so that patients here can get 
the best care and support.

A LOCAL councillor has 
warned of an impending 
“disaster” for the commu¬ 
nity of Sully - should the 
proposed Severn Barrage 
project to link Lavernock 
Point and Somerset ever be 
constructed. 

The Prime Minister, David 
Cameron, has reportedly instruct¬ 
ed officials to look into plans to 
build a £30 billion-plus barrage 
across the River Severn. 

It is claimed the project could 
bring 20,000 jobs to the Vale, and 
supporters, led by Neath’s Labour 
MP Peter Hain, claim the scheme, 
which reports say will be backed 
by funding from Kuwait and 
Qatar, could provide five per cent 
of the UK’s electricity. 

Hafren Power is the company 
said to be behind the revived pro¬ 
posals. 

However, there is opposition 
from local councillors, as well as 
wildlife groups, who claim it 
would damage the habitats of sea 
birds who use the estuary. 

Sully councillor Kevin 
Mahoney was vehemently against 
the proposals. He told The GEM: 
“It is an absolute disaster. We 
would have to suffer 16-17 years 
of the heaviest construction traf¬ 
fic, and then be left with a high¬ 
way splitting the community in 
half. 

“Mr Hain knows that he can’t 
guarantee one job for the area due 
to the number of workers tendered 
in the EU.” 

The Vale Council’s operational 


manager of development control, 
Marcus Goldsworthy, told The 
GEM: “The council has not yet 
been consulted on any proposals 
relating to a proposed Severn 
Barrage, but would hope to be 
involved in any future discussions, 
should the project progress. 

“A development of this magni¬ 
tude would have to pass signifi¬ 
cant planning and other regulatory 
hurdles and any planning applica¬ 
tion for the project would be con¬ 
sidered and determined by the 
National Infrastructure Planning 
Office of the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

“As part of this process, the 
Vale Council would expect to play 
a significant role.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, who repre¬ 
sents a Penarth ward and is the 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
innovation, planning and trans¬ 
portation, added: “The council 
would obviously want to explore 
any project or initiative that 
offered the levels of renewable 
energy or jobs suggested by the 
various media reports.” 

Peter Jones, conservation poli¬ 
cy officer for the RSPB, told The 
GEM: “We can’t really comment 
until we see the plans, but we’re 
sceptical that it meets the environ¬ 
ment’s needs. We hope the plans 
are made available sooner rather 
than later, as we need to highlight 
our concerns about the local habi¬ 
tat. 

“We want to see Severn tidal 
power harnessed as a sustainable 
energy alternative to fossil fuels, 
but it has to be done in a way that 


doesn’t harm the environment or 
wildlife.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt said that she 
recognised the potential benefits 
of the proposals, but also called 
for feasibility studies to be carried 
out to gauge the environmental 
effects. 

She told The GEM: “All rea¬ 
sonable options need to be consid¬ 
ered in meeting Wales’ and the 
UK’s growing power needs - 
increased energy efficiency, 
renewables, all have a role to play. 

“The huge tidal range in the 
Severn estuary could be a source 
of carbon-free electricity over a 
very long term, providing signifi¬ 
cant benefits locally in jobs, prac¬ 
tical skills and supply chain. 

“I also recognise that the estu¬ 
ary is important for its special 
environmental features, and the 
potential impact on these must be 
considered in the assessment of 
different technologies for harness¬ 
ing the energy of the tidal range.” 

Peter Hain said: “I will be insist¬ 
ing that local jobs, both skilled and 
constmction, will be prioritised. 

“It will be the biggest investment 
in Wales’ history and the Vale should 
be proud that something so iconic, 
that helps us meet our green targets 
and that will pull in much-needed 
investment, will be here. 

“I understand people’s fears, but 
full discussion with local people and 
environmental groups will be held 
going forward. 

“This is a win-win!”

Hectic time for Penarth lifeboat 


VOLUNTEERS at Penarth RNLI 
had a busy day earlier this month, 
launching twice to deal with seri¬ 
ous incidents. 

A Penarth RNLI spokeswoman said: 
“The first call came at 1.30 pm on 
Thursday, August 16, to reports of a motor- 
boat stuck in shallow water just outside 
Cardiff Docks. 

“Lifeboat helm Andy Vye-Parminter and 
his crew of Aran Pitter and Owain Davies 
launched the smaller of Penarth’s two boats 
- the D class Inshore Lifeboat (ILB) - and 
made their way quickly to the motorboat. 

“They found five people on board the 
small motorboat, with only one lifejacket 
between them. One of the lifeboat crew 
waded out from the lifeboat to the stranded 
motorboat, and passed the occupants four 
further lifejackets. 

“The lifeboat crew attached a tow rope to 
the motorboat and pulled it clear and into 
deeper waters so it could refloat.” 

The second call came just hours later at 
6.50pm. Two people were reported to be 
cut off by the tide in the St Mary’s Well Bay 
area. 


The smaller ILB launched, this time 
helmed by Jason Dunlop and crewed by 
Mark Bow and James Sidford. Within min¬ 
utes of this launch, the larger boat - the 
Atlantic 85 - also received a request to 
mobilise. 

Helm Karl Lawrence and his crew of 
Graeme Jones, Owain Davies and Alex 
Kalebic made their way as quickly as pos¬ 
sible towards St Mary’s Well Bay. 

The spokeswoman continued: “The 
lifeboat crews spotted two men, who had 
been filming along the coast, stranded on a 
small area of dry beach remaining at the 
foot of the cliff face. 

“Sea conditions were rough, the weather 
was cold and blustery and there was an 
onshore swell which made it difficult to get 
the lifeboats on to the beach to pick up the 
stranded walkers. 

“However the crew of the ILB managed 
to get the small lifeboat onto the beach, 
where the two men were helped into the 
boat and were transferred into the larger, 
more comfortable Atantic 85, which was 
waiting just offshore in deeper waters. 

“The lifeboat crew had to act quickly, as 
one of the men seemed to be suffering from 


the effects of the cold, and the rescue heli¬ 
copter that the crew had requested reported 
that it could not reach them for over an 
hour. 

“Once on board the Atlantic 85, the two 
were checked over by Graeme Jones, one of 
the lifeboat crew who is also a paramedic. 
The Atlantic 85 took the two men to Barry 
Dock, as the seas were too rough to be able 
to land anywhere closer. Here, they were 
met by the Coastguard and the ambulance.” 

Both boats returned to the station just 
after 9pm. This second call was a timely 
chance for crew member Alex Kalebic to 
put to the test the skills he had learned over 
the past years as a probationary crew mem¬ 
ber. 

Just the previous day, Alex had been 
through a rigorous assessment by the 
RNLI’s divisional assessor trainer and had 
successfully passed from probation to full 
crew member. 

Praising Alex for passing his assessment, 
Phil Dutfield, lifeboat operations manager 
for Penarth, said: “As an organisation we 
ask a great deal from our volunteers. Alex 
should be very proud of his achievements.”

T he phrase 
that real life 
is stranger 
than fiction is 
never truer than in 
the world of docu¬ 
mentary. 

Since Michael Moore 
showed that there was 
both demand, and in 
turn plenty of box 
office, for cinematically 
released documentaries, 
we’ve seen all forms of 
human life on the big 
screen, from feuding 
arcade gamers to 
youngsters competing in 
spelling bees, and 
everything in between. 

The latest documen¬ 
tary to hit the big screen 
is The Impostor, a film 
by Bart Layton, which 
tells the story of a fami¬ 
ly who are shocked 
when their son, who 
went missing four years 
previously, suddenly 
turns up in Spain; how¬ 
ever all is not as it 
seems, and as the identi¬ 
ty of the son is called 
into question, so too are 
a whole manner of inci¬ 


dents that make the 
reappearance the tip of 
the iceberg... 

Given the paucity of 
original storylines ema¬ 
nating from Hollywood, 
it’s no surprise that cin- 
emagoers are being 
drawn into real-life sto¬ 
ries that offer far more 
than their fictional 
counterparts; so when 
handed a story that 
could have been ripped 
straight from the pages 
of a film, you’re left 
with something a bit 
more intriguing than 
first intended. 

Bart Layton was on 
to a winner when given 
the story of Nicholas 
Barclay, whose disap¬ 
pearance and subse¬ 
quent reappearance as 
the impostor of the title, 
Frederic Bourdin, 
proves to be the tipping 
point of a story that 
goes in some unexpect¬ 
ed directions. 

Layton, who has pre¬ 
viously worked with tel¬ 
evision documentaries, 
is more than comfort¬ 
able within this genre

Two regional AMs press 
the Assembly to set up a 
cancer treatment fund 


WELSH Conservative region¬ 
al AMs Suzy Davies and 
Byron Davies attended the 
launch of a petition calling on 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government to set up a £5 
million cancer treatment fund 
to pay for cancer drugs and 
advanced radiotherapy and 
other treatments for patients 
in Wales. 

Suzy Davies said that many drugs 
routinely given to English cancer 
patients are not available in Wales. 

She said: “Recent independent 
research by the Rarer Cancer 
Foundation found that there are 24 
cancer medicines routinely prescribed 
in England which are not easily avail¬ 
able to patients in Wales. 


“People who are seriously ill with 
cancer should not be having to fight 
to get the treatment they need when 
over the border they would have it 
without question.” 

Byron Davies said that the petition 
was calling for more cancer treat¬ 
ments to be available - not just drugs. 

“There are innovations in radio¬ 
surgery like Cyber Knife and Gamma 
Knife, which people in Wales cannot 
access at all,” he said. “Patients have 
had to go to England. 

“A £5million fund would make all 
these treatments available to either 
save or prolong lives.”

actual story allows, and 
going into the film cold 
is the best way - the 
more you learn through 
the film the greater the 
impact it creates, mov¬ 
ing into unexpected 
directions. Your 
response as a viewer 
will range from 
incredulity that the fam¬ 
ily could ever think that 
Bourdin could be an 
older Barclay, to 
humour as Bourdin 
seemingly gets away 
with his behaviour to 
disgust and concern as 
Layton’s sly reveals 
push the story into a 
new direction. 

Layton is also good 
at passing little in the 
way of judgement on 
his subjects. Their 
behaviour is delivered 
matter-of-factly to the 
viewer who can make 
their own minds up 
about the actions of 
Bourdin and the family 
of Barclay as the story 
progresses. You do get 
the feeling that at times 
Layton is playing the 
dramatic card a little 
heavily, a last act reveal 
intriguing but also feel¬ 
ing ever so slightly 
forced. 

The Impostor is how¬ 
ever a most riveting 
documentary which 
engages on every level, 
and Layton shows him¬ 
self askilled storyteller 
with a most compelling 
narrative. 

VERDICT-An 
incredibly interesting 
documentary which 
feels larger than life at 
times. The Impostor is a 
well-told story that sur¬ 
prises at every turn. 

Well marshalled by Bart 
Layton, it is a film that 
is certainly worth seek¬ 
ing out, and a wonderful 
alternative to the gener¬ 
ic output of Hollywood 
at present. Highly rec¬ 
ommended.

THE Garw valley 
has a rich industri¬ 
al history and once 
had a total of six 
working pits in the 
shape of Lluest, 
Ffaldau, Darren, 
Glenafon, 
International and 
Garw with Ffaldau 
and Garw being 
the last to close in 
1985. 

Now the area has 
substantially changed 
and the old railway beds 
that once transported 
passengers as well as 
freight are no longer in 
use, but instead have 
been turned into paths 
that can be enjoyed by 
cyclists, runners and 
walkers for leisure 
activities. 

Recently, Rachel and 
Clive were joined by 10 
walkers on a wet morn¬ 
ing for a trip up to the 
Garw valley and hope¬ 
fully the chance of bet¬ 
ter weather later in the 
day. 

From Blackmill

THIS was a ruth¬ 
less performance 
and once Dinas got 
their first goal there 
was going to be 
only one winner.

S INCE 1948, there has only been one 
vehicle for serious off-roading - the 
British-built Land Rover, which has 
earned a reputation as the most rugged 
and versatile 4x4 in the world.

now offers greater customer choice than ever 
before,” he adds. 

Despite the smaller capacity and reduced emis¬ 
sions, the new engine produces the same power as 
the outgoing 2.4-litre engine. Performance remains 
similar, too, though the top speed has been raised to 
90mph, compared to 82mph for the previous ver¬ 
sion. 

In Indus silver the riveted aluminium Defender 
90 XS Station Wagon tested looks “like a sardine 
can”, according to a work colleague - an unfair and 
unjustified remark, I say. I feel it’s particularly 
striking, while also being hugely practical as its 
body will remain rust free for many years to come. 
It’s quite incredible how the design has remained 
virtually unchanged since its introduction all those 
years ago. 

This three-door vehicle has a very loyal follow¬ 
ing. In much the same way as motorhome drivers 
wave at each other so do, I am pleased to report. 
Land Rover Defender drivers, too. 

It makes such a pleasant change to the aggres¬ 
sive competition that is prevalent on Britain’s roads 
today. 

Inside, you are transported to a bygone era - 
again few changes have been made over the last 64 
years. It’s really refreshing. I sat in the driver’s seat 
for a good 10 minutes trying to figure out where to 
slot the ignition key. 

It’s on the left of the steering wheel and rather 
than turning it away from you, the driver has to 
turn it towards them. 

Space between the front occupants and their 
doors is tight, too, meaning that resting arms on the 
door frame isn’t particularly comfy. 

There aren’t any airbags either and the dash is 
given to practicality rather than design, but it’s 
attractive in a Tonka toy sense of the word. 

The passenger grab bar is certainly appreciated 
by my wife during our cross-country jaunt. Its 
windscreen wipers remind me of an old Mini or a 
classic car of that era, quite small and slow. 

These could be improved for serious offroaders, 

I feel, who need wipers more capable of removing 
mud from the screen, but if there haven’t been any 


complaints over the decades, then who am I to 
question? 

Modem Land Rovers get carpets and leather- 
trimmed seats. The test model is even fitted with air 
con, electric windows and a CD player. 

The Defender will seat four adults in comfort 
and the rear seats incorporate an easy-to-use spring- 
assisted fold mechanism, useful when they need to 
be moved out of the way for carrying large or awk¬ 
ward loads. 

Driving a Land Rover is an entirely unique expe¬ 
rience. Thankfully, there is power steering these 
days but the handbrake is awkwardly placed at the 
side of the driver’s left leg, requiring them to lean 
forward to operate it, quite a chore when perform¬ 
ing a hill start. 

The 2.2-litre diesel unit is vocal and the stereo 
has to be turned up to drown it out. Apparently, the 
lower first gear provides a low crawl speed, making 
towing on-road and off-road easier. When making a 
gear change on the six-speed manual box there is a 
very distinctive sound as the gears slot into place. 
Generally, gear changes are stiff rather than 
smooth. 

Bear in mind that the previous week I was test¬ 
ing a top-of-the-range Range Rover Autobiography 
where everything was electrically operated and 
adjusted. 

Driving the much more basic Land Rover is an 
absolute contrast, as you will see at testdrives.biz. 
But in many ways it is a more enjoyable driving 
experience as there are fewer bells and whistles. 

Although it’s permanent four-wheel drive, the 
high ratio for road driving and low ratio for off- 
roading are manually operated by a lever next to 
the gearbox and that’s generally all the Land Rover 
driver has to worry about. 

This lever can be changed at speeds of up to five 
mph, and the Land Rover will travel at up to 40 
mph when in low ratio, making it a formidable 
vehicle and an absolute must during amber weather 
warnings, which hit the UK during the test. 

It’s interesting to note that the Defender’s facia is 
based on a single, large moulding supported on a 
robust steel rail to help eliminate squeaks and rat¬ 




tles and this seems to work very well indeed. 

A 60-litre fuel tank sees the Land Rover cover 
around 330 miles from full and you can see why 
hardened Land Rover enthusiasts fit a second tank 
to enhance its range. 

Overall, though, it is easy to see why the keenly- 
priced Land Rover Defender is so popular.
